Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114.

Aiiowabie Subject Matter 

2. Claims 36-39, 41 -50, and 52-63 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record fails to teach or make obvious to the steps of or means for "determining an 
n-bit parameter from the measured radio frequency power, wherein the RCPI 
parameter is determined using a monotonically increasing logarithmic function, 
wherein n is a positive integer", when such parameter is considered within the 
specific structure of the method recited in claim 36 or the device recited in claim 47.
